Let us try whether this be, or be not the Cafe : 

here is but one way to know whether the Miniftry 

good or bad ; which is, by comparing thtig publick 

Aétions with the particular Conftitztion ct this King- 

dom, and with the general End and Defign of Govern- 
ent itfelf. 

We will firft examine, whether the Government or 

dminiftration hath violated or weaken’d the Cciz- 

titution? Becaufe “tis ftrongly infinuated, or rather 
plainly fpoke out, and runs through all the Dijer- 
ations on Parties, that the Friends of the Government 
are Enemies to the Confiitution ; from whence, that 
Author's favourite Conclufion (for the Sake of which 
the Book was wrote) foliow'd, That there ought to be 
a Goalition of Parties againft the Government ; which, 
no doubt is true, if the Government be again the 
Conftitution. Let us examine then the Truth of this 
Propofizion. : 

By the Conftitution muft be meant, either the Con- 
Aituent Powers, King, Lords and Commons, or tie 
great and fundamental Laws of Liberty and Property 
conftituted and eftablifhed by thofe Powers: And, [ 
ask, in which of thefe Senfes hath the Conftitution 
be-ninvaded? The Conffituent Powers will be aliowed 
to be the very fame as ufual ; and the fundamental 
Laws, which fecure Liberty andProperty, are fo far 
from being leffen'd cr qeaken’d, thar they have bren 
we much enlarg’d and firenethen’d fince the Ac- 
ceflion of the prefent Royal Family, and under. the 
prefent Adminiftration ; many fevere Laws, which 
broke in upon: the _— of the People, have been 
repealed ; and feveral new Laws, to enforce and 
enlarge our Liberties, have been enatted ; particu- 
larly relating Furies, on whofe good Underftanding 
and Integrity the Security of our Perfons and Pro- 
pertics fo much depends: And I may add, not one 
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Law enacted, which hath invaded any Right of the” 


People ; nor one 4@ of State, that I know of, made 
Use of againft Law : And yet the Government is againft 
the Conftitution; and, the Friends of the Government, 
Enemies of the Conftitution ! Well ; But haw does this 
appear? Why, that the Author of the Differtations, 
with all his natural and acquired Abi ities about him, 
found hard to make out ; for, he fays, in bis Dedi- 
catton to Sir Robert Walpole, “ When there are De- 
. figns dangerous to the Conftitution carried on, they 
= "* fo — indircé, = fo cover'd, that the 

greateft moral Certainty may be deftitute of Proof.’ 
Lord! what Ablurdities wil not fen of the et 
Senfe fall into, when their Paflions run away with 
theie Judgments ? Or, as Prior fays, ewhen they fet their 
Judgments by their Paffions : Moral Certainty deflitute 
of Proof ? He might as properly have faid, Mathema- 
tical Certainty deftitute of Proof? For moral Certainty 
muft as neceffarily have moral Evidence, as mathenia- 
teal renee muft have demonftrative Evidence : The 
Difference lies only in the Degree : The Proofs for 
moral Certainty, muft be as evident as thofe for abjolute 
Certainty ; or elfe how can it be moral Certainty? 
Moval Certainty without moral Proof, is abfolute Non- 
fenfe. But leaving our Author muffled up in bis
